The common man below

In the old d ay s the ordinary soldier was completely under 
he control of his commanding ofFicer. 
If the commanding 
fficer wanted to join a revolution he would make a short 
peech to his ragged, underfed troops; and they, having no 
onception of the ordinary ideas of military discipline and 
oyalty, and suspecting besides that one government would 
e quite as good as another, would twirl their sombreras 
nd join him. 
Now% however, according to dispatches from below the 
order, things are different. 
The Mexican army has become 
omewhat business-like during the last few years. 
The men 
re well clad, well fed and well disciplined. Furthermore, 
hey have learned to read. 
It is this last item that is most important. 
They read ami 
nderstand the appeals in n ewspapers and pamphlets. They 
an get a glimmering of the importance to Mexico of peace 
nd order. 
They can see through the grasping, ambitious 
enerals who revolt for their own selfish ends. 
Consequently, they remain unmoved; and it is this, more 
Ran anything else, that is ham pering the present revolt, 
he common men, in the army and out of it, are simply not 
reatly interested. 
Officer after officer, leaping eagerly in- 
0 insurrection, finds that his men will not leap with him. 
Things always begin to happen when a people learns how' 
0 r e a d ; learns, in other words, that it can think things out 
or itself, and that there is no limit to the advance it can 
ake if it will only use its brain. 
It is for that reason that friends of Mexico can be im- 
¡ensely encouraged by the news from that unfortunate 
ountry. 
If the ordinary Mexican, downtrodden, imposed upon and 
eceived for countless years, is at last beginning 
to

hrough the sham s and pretenses of his would-be leaders, j«1"' 
nd is discovering that he can do more for himself by cling- 
g to peace and order than by following the will' o’ the 
isp of international revolution, then the beginning of the 
nd of Mexico’s long period of disorder is in sight.
